I am a Professor of Surgery (Plastic Division), Microbiology and Immunology at the 
University of Texas Medical Branch, Galveston, Texas, and a co-director of the Woi^ Healing 
Laboratory at the Shriner Bums Institute. T have been involved in the clinical and experimental 
treatment of bum injuries for over twenty-two (22) years. 

I have monitored the performance of numerous experiments involving treatment of bums. 
Some of these experiments are described in the subject Patent Application. 1 hereby declare that 
having been involved in the treatment of bums for many years, I have never seen such an 
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effective treatment of bums to accelerate healing. I was more than surprised by this effectiveness 
as compared to the current treatment of choice - namely, cleanliness ^d aloe and/or antibiotic 
cream application. Nitric oxide was previously believed associated with microbes worsening 
such wound healing.
